this, the ſcandalous and falſe Reports of lying 
_Tongues : which have cauled him who never had 
the Ambition to publiſh himſelt to the. World 


| farther then by his deeds, to write this Vindica- 


tion in anſwer to a Pamphlet called by the Title 
of | Wonders no Miracles | wherein the Author a 


certain obſcure Perſon, one that never ſaw me 


nor knew any thing of me, very confidently takes 


npon him to be my Herald and Conteſlor, and to 


repreſent me in ſuch black Characters, as if I 
were fo horrid a Monſter that my very Name 


ſhould affright the Reader. 


' Sir, I never injured this Gentleman in Word 
or Deed in all my life, and yet he who pretends

This Gentleman was the man (as I am certain-

The Counteſs of Bridgwaters Ghoſt, tor which he 
lay ſix months in Priſon ; one would have thought 
this might have proved a ſufficient warning to him 
to be moreſober for the future, who you may ſee 
was aſhamed to fix his Name to his Book, leſt the 
Contents thereof (though it might carry ſome- 
what of Truth in it) might totally be diſcredited 
for the Authors ſake. I do not inſtance in this 
Gentleman to ſhame him (tor that is no ways my 
deſign) but ſo far to invalidate his Teſtimony, 
that I may not be the worſe thought of for his 
evil ſpeaking, who makes 1t his T rade to put forth 
Libels on any one, ſo he may get but a little mo- 
ney from the Printer, or thoſe that cmploy him.

Perſons) to come to Lzincolns-Inn-Fields, whither 
for ſeveral Weeks I repaired five days in the Week, 
where I laid my Hands on all that came, without 
regard of Perſons, that People might not be diſap- 
pointed in hunting me up and down. And farther 
to ſhew you the.diſ-ingenuity of this Perſon, I 
went to him who was reported the Author of that

: was the Son ot William Greatrak's of Aff ane in the 
County of Waterford, iq; one'that had liberal 
Education, and a co:opetent Eſtate left him by his 
Father (who! was known to be a worthy Perſad 
and well eſteemed in; bis Country) a man lookt 
upon-to be of a-generous ſpirit, 'but:one that had 
a mind above his' fortune. My Mother was the 
Daughter. of Sir Bawhrd Harris Knight, one of 
his late Majeſties Juſtices of the Lala Bench in 
the Kingdom of Ireland, who had the reputati- 
on of-a learned and a: juſt Judges: and this.I dare 
fay of her, '(who dyed ſome tew years paſt) to: I 
do but jultice'to her: memory) the was a virtuous 
and diſcreet Woman, an excellent Neighbour, 
and a molt indulgent and provident Parent ; ſhe 
took a care of my Education (my Father dving 
when I wastender | Tr FEREY which was brietly as 
follows. '!

the Free-School of Liſmore (once tamous) which

was ereCted by the Charity of your Father the 
late Earl of Cork, where I ſpent my time till I 
was 13 years of age, and had made ſuch a profi- 
ciency in Learning, that I was deſigned for the 
Colledge the enſuing year, but prevented there- 
in by the late Rebellion in Ireland, from whence 
I was forced with my Mother and ſeveral other 
ſmall Children to flye for refuge hither into Erg- 
land, and by the Charity of my Uncle Mr. Ed. 
Harris were relieved and provided for, and had 
the Principles of Religion confirmed in me by 
him, who was a Proteſtant, and one of fo ſevere 
a pious life, that he devoted his whole time to 
the Service of God and the works of Charity : 
He was one that in many years before his death 
was not known to ſpeak an idle word, or ſpend a 
vain hour : In brief, he was a Saint 1n his lite and 
converſation, and one whoſe memory I ſhall ey er 
reverence and love ; but God in mercy to him 
(who though'in the world, was not of the world) 
was pleaſed after ſome few years to take him to 
himſcif out of this troubleſome life, ' who before 
his Departure left my Mother the third part of 
his Eſtate, and me in a moſt folema manner his 
Prayers and Bleſling. | 
After his deceaſe my Mother, who had a ſpe- 
cial care of my Education, for my further pro- 
greſs in Literature ſent me to a learned and reve- 
rend man, John Daniel Getſexs an High-German 
Miniſter of Stock Gabrielin the County of Demon - 
where I ſpent ſome years in ſtudying Humanity 
and 
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and Divinity, and found from his hands much 

favour and love; for which kindneſs I pray God - 
to recompence him and his. Abel Cheng 
virili Toga ) I conſfidered with my (elf, that the 
fortune which my Mother enjoyed in Ezeland was 
very ſmall to maintain her ſelf and ſo many Chil- 
dren as ſhe had (who grew daily more expenſive 
as we grew in years); and thereupon I addreſſed 
my ſelf to her, reſolving to loſe my life with my 
fortune in Trelard, or re-gain it, who gave me her 
bleſſing and conſent ; and fo after Wn 5'0r 6 
ears abſence I returned to my native Country, 
which at that time was in a moſt miſerable and 
_ deplorable ſtate, as you may well remember ; 
for then it was not as formerly a National Quar- 
rel, Iriſh againſt Engliſh, and Proteſtants againſt 
Papiſts ; but there were high and {trange diviſi- 
ons throughout the Kingdom, Erelzh againſt Ex- 
eliſh, and Iriſh againſt Triſh, and Proteſtants and 
Papiſts joyning hands in one Province againſt the 
Proteſtants of another ; which ditierences to me 
ſeemed ſo unnatural, that I reſolved not to inter- 
meddle therein, till the miſt of confuſion was o- 
ver, and ſo for refuge retired my felt to the Ca- 
ſtle of Caperquirn, where I ſpent a years time 1n 
contemplation, and ſaw ſo much of the madneſs 
and wickedneſs of the world, that my life be- 
came a burthen to me, and my Soul was as weary 
of this habitation of clay, as ever the Gally-ſlave 
was of the Oar, which brought my life even to

hardly ſtrength to carry my enfeebled body a- 
bout : All company ſeemed irkſome and diſtaſte- 
fil to me; fo epidemically lewd, blaſphemous 
and fortiſh were many become, that I ſaw the ma- 
ny and great Judgments of the Lord that the 
Kingdom pgroaned under, had not reclaimed, but 
Pharaoh-like hardned our Egyptian hearts ; which 
cauſed me ſeldom during that time to go from my 
Cell. 

In the Year 49. (as TI take it) ſome ſmall time 
after the Rour at Dublin, Oliver Cromwell then 
General of the Army, after the taking of Tredagh, 
ſent part of his Army into Munſter under the con- 
du& of Colonel Robert Phaire; but before his 
landiog at ToxebaY, Cork and Tovghall had revolted 
from their obedience to their General the Eirl of 
Tnchequin, then Lord Preſident of Munſter under 
the Command of his Majeſty, who 1s ever to be 
honoured by all Ezgl;fh for the eminent and fajth- 
ful ſervices done to the Proteſtants in the begin- 
ning of the late Rebellion there: So that all, or 
moſt of the Ezgliſh and Proteſtants joyned with 
the ſaid Colonel Phaire againſt the Iriſh and Pa- 
piſts, their Intereſts as well as Judgments being 
oppoſite ; ſo that in a ſmall time moſt of the 
Towns in AMuriter were reduced to Obedience. 
and the Command of the Horſe in the ſaid Pro- 
vince was given to (that Renowned and Worthy 
Perſon) your Brother the Earl of Orrery, in whole 
Regiment I was made a Lieutenant : during all 
which time, which was6 years, I will boldly fay I 

| never 
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never (ſuffered Quarter to be broken, nor violence 
offered to any that were in proteCtion; nor did I 
ſuffer any one under my Command to oppreſs or 
injure any that were in Quarter, without bringing 
them to condigne puniſhment : nor d1d;I permit 
any Women or Children to be killed rhough out 
of Protection, where I had a power to reſtrain the 
tury of the Souldier. Inthe Year $56. great part 
of the Army was diſbanded, and Iamang the reſt, 
and then I betook my ſelf to a Country life, and 
lived at Afﬀane the habitation of my Anceſtors, 
where have continued ever ſince, and got by my 
Induſtry a livelihood out of the bowels of the 
Earth, and daily employed many poor people to 
work,. and improved that little Eſtate which I had 
ſo, that I bleſs God I lived as comfortably as he 
that had Thouſands, and daily relieved thoſe that 
were in want, and gave my Friends and Strangers 
a hearty welcome to what God in mercy had be- 
ſtowed upon me, who never coveted: much, nor 
denyed my {elf and others the enjoyment of what 
I had. But by the way. > 4. 
Altloon as I was retired into the Country, I was 
by the kindneſs and reſpeQ of the:then Governouy 
made Clerk of the Peace of the County of Cork, 
and Regiſter for Tranſplamation, and Juſtice 'of 
the Peace: In which Employment I ſtudied fo tc 
acquit my f{clf before God and Man in ſingleneſs 
and integrity of heart, that to the comfort of my 
Soul, and praiſe of God that direed me, I can 
with confidence fay, I never took Bribe gor: ng 
G9 Ward

{ : ward from any man, though I have had many and 
B+ great ones offered me (when I was Regiſter for 
it Tranſplantation: )nor did Tever connive at or ſuf- 
' fer a Malefa&tor to go unpuniſhed, if the perſon 
were guilty of any notorious crime ('whereT had 
of a Power: nor did 1 ever take the Fee belonging 
Z to my Office, if I found the Perſon were injured 
x or in want : Nor didI ever commit any one for 
his Judgment or Conſcience barcly ; ſo it led him 
not to do any thing to the diſturbance of the civil 
Peace of the Nation: Nor did I take any thing 
for my Fee when he was diſcharged; for I bleſs 
God he has taken away a perfecuting Spirit from 
me, who would perſwade all men to be Prote- 
ftants, thoſe Principles being moſt conſonant to 
Truth and the Word of Godin my Judgment, and 
| that Profeſſion which Iever have been of and (till 
am : But Truth it is, That when I was Juſtice of 
j - the Peace, I endeavoured to convert as man 
| Papiſts to Proteſtantiſm as I could, and vatlen 
| - with many hundreds to go to Church, for theſe 
- two Reaſons, 
1. For the good of their fouls who lived in 
ignorance, having no Prieſts in thoſe days, and 
being little the better for them now (1 conceive) 
the Common People underſtanding little Ea- 
tine. 
2, For the preſervation of our own Bodies and 
Eſtates, which I found by ſad Experience as wef! 
as the reſt of the poor Proteſtants of Treland, 
_ could never be fecnre whileſt fuch dangerous 
og, Prin. 
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Principles were inſtitled into them as theſe ; That 
there was no Faith tobe had with Hereticks, and 
fo it is lawful to make a prey of our lives and for- 

tunes, The Papiſts may deny that this is one of 

their Tenents, but I am ſure it was the practice 
of my Country-men, for whom I have this Cha- 
rity, That if they were not ſtrangers to the word 
of God they would not run into ſuch violent 
courſes as they did : Yet (though there was Or- 
ders from the Power that then was (to all Juſtices 
of the Peace) for Tranſplanting all Papilts that 
would not go to Church) I never moleſted any 
one that was known, or eſteemed to be innocent, 
but ſuffered them to continue in theEnglifhQuar- 
ters, and that without prejudice : So that I can 
truly ſay I never 1njured any man for his Conſci- 
ence, conc*1iving that ought to be informed and 
not enforced. Befides (Sir) I have fo far obſerved 
the immoderate courſes of ſeveral that were in 

Power and Authority in thoſe days, amongſt 

thoſe different Judgments who have hed their ſeve- 

ral turns at the Helm , That they have driven 

Jehu-like, when they have had the Reins of Au- 

thority in their hands, and by their own fury de- 

ſtroyed themſelves and intereſts, God abhorring 
the violent and cruel-minded man, - 

Who would have all Knees bow to his Dagor, 
or take occaſion either to caſhier or putthem by 
their Employments, (as was the uſual practice of 
the Army there 1n thoſe dayes) fo that Charity: 
bad left Religion, which tov too- many made a 

meer 
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meer defign to promote their Intereſts and Facti- 
on : Thus one Faction deſtroyed another, till at 
length they all lay down in ſorrow, and he that 
was moſt violent {till came to the worlt. 

Thus far I have given you a briet account how 
| ſpent my time before I laid my hands on any, 
and now [I ſhall proceed to let you know how I 
have demeaned my elf fince, with the circum- 
ſtances and cauſes that moved me to attempt pra- 
Ctiſes of this nature, for which I have been judg- 
ed and condemned by many, and that as ignorant- 
ly as malicioully - But blefled be God I have dit- 
charged a good Conſcience, in not burying that 
Talent which God ſo entruſted me withall, and 
his mercy has ſhielded me from their Darts. 

About four years ſince I had an Impulle, or a 
[8 {trange per{ſwaſion in my own mind (of which 1 
| am not able to give any rational account to ano- 
ther)which did very frequently ſuggeſt to me that 
there was beſtowed on me the gitt of curing the 
Kings-Evil : which, for the extraordinarinels of __— 


it, I thought fit to conceal for ſome time, but at 
length I communicated this to my Wife, andgoldſ—— 
her, That I did verily believe, that God had give 

me the bleſſing of curing the Kings-Evil ; for 
whether I were in private or publick, {leeping or 
waking, {till T had the ſame Impulſe 3 but her re- 

ply was to me, That ſhe conceived this was a 
ſtrange imagination : but to piove the contrary, 


2 few daies after there was one W:illzam Maher of 


Salterbridge in the Pariſh of Liffmore (a Tenant 
of 
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of your Brothers the Right Honourable the Earl 
of Burlington and Cork) that brought his Son WW:l- 
' liam Maher to my houſe, deliring my Wiſe to 
cure him, who was a perſon ready to afiord her 
Charity to her Neighbours, according to her imall 
kill in Chirurgery s on which my Wite told me 
there was one that had the Kings-Evil very grie- 
voully in the Eyes, Cheek, and Throat ; where- 
upon I told her that ſhe ſhould now ſee whether 
this were a bare fancy or imagination as ſhe 
thought it, or the Dictates of Gods Spirit on my 
heart ; and thereupon I laid my hands on the pla+_ 
ces affeted, and prayed to God for Jeſus ſake to 
heal him, and then I bid the Parent two or three 
days afterwards to bring the Child to me again, 
which accordingly he did, and then | ſaw the Eye 
wasalmoſlt quite whole, and the Node, which was 
almoſt as a big as a Pallets Egg, was ſuppurated, 
and the throat ſtrangely amended, and to be brief 
(to Gods glory I ſpeak it ) within a month diſchar- 
ged it ſelf quite and was perfettly healed, and (o 
continues God be praiſed. 

Then there came one Margaret 1ac-(hane of 
Ballinecly of the Pariſh of Liſmore, and a Tenant 
of your Brothers the Earl of Cork, who had the 
Evil 7 years and upwards, which had ſpred it ſelf 
from the bottom of her {tomack upwards, all over 
to her throat, neck, and noſe, and fo all over her 
back, ſhoulders and arm-pits, fo that I could not 
| ſee one place free from the Evil, where you might 


put a fixpence, and to ſpeak the truth ſhe o_ 
e 
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ed fo dreadfully, and ſtunk fo exceedingly, that 
ſhe would have afirighted and poyſoned any one 
almoſt that ſaw or came neer herz whereupon [I 
{poke to one Dottor Anthony (a famous Phylitian, 
then at my Houſe) deſiring him to take commiſe- 
ration on her for Gods ſake -: His reply was, That 
ſhe was eaten out with the Evil, and that all the 
men in Trelard could do her no good; whereupon 
I ſaid, 1 did believe that there was one that could 
do her good, and cure her 3; the Doctor demand- 
ed who that man was; my anſwer was, That 
through Gods bleſſing I could : but he {lighted 
the matter ſaying, if he ſaw that Perſon cured, he 
would not queſtion but I might heal all Diſeaſes; 
but I replyed I was not of his opinion asto the 
i latter part, but ſaid, he ſhould be convinced of 
yl the former; which accordingly fell out, (God be 
| : praiſed) tor my hand ſuppurated the Nodes, and 
MH drew and healed the Sores, which formerly I could , 
not have endured the fight of.,nor ſmell,nor touch- 
ed them without vomitting ; ſo great an averſion 
had I naturally to all wounds and ſores: ſo that 
the poor woman about ſix weeks afterwards came 
pertectly well to my houſe, (and ſo continues) 
where Doctor Anthony was then alſo, to ſee my 
Wite, and gave God praiſe and me thanks; who 
carryed her to Doctor Anthony, and told him, 
That hence he might ſee, that God could and did 
great things by poor and worthleſs Inſtruments, 


and therefore he ſhould not limit him for the fu- 
UTE. 


After 
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Afﬀeer this ſeveral people infe&ted with theEvil, 
came to me from ſeveral Counties, and I ſtroked 
them, and deſired God out of his abundant mer- 
cy to heal them, who( bleſſed be his Name) heard 
my Prayer, and delivered them : So that few or 
none, unleſs thoſe whoſe Bones were infected and 
eaten, returned without their cure - This courſe 
I kept for 3 years,not medling with any other Dj- 
ſtempers, about which time theAgze was veryEpi- 
demical, whole Families being ſtruck down with 
itz when I found as formerly the ſame kind of Im- 
pulſe within me, ſuggeſting that there was beſtow- 
edupon me the pift of curing the Age : This al- 
ſo I told to my Wife, who could not be perſwa- 
ded to it: and the next day there came to my 
Houſe a Neighbours Wife, who lived nigh Ta/ow- 
bridge (a place well known to you) by name_ 
Bateman, the Naylors Wife that is there, who had 
a molt violent Agze, on whoml laid my hands, 
and deſired God Almighty to cure her, who in 
mercy heard my Prayer , and fo the Age run 
through her,and ſhe went away immediately, per- 
fetly cured of her Agze : upon which her Huſ- 
band and Children, who were- afflicted with the 
ſame diſeaſe, applyed themſelves to me, on whom 
I laid my hands in like manner with the ſame ſuc- 
ceſs, and ſo many morecame to me afterwards, 
and were cured by Gods great and wonderful 
power in the like nature. 

Within ſome ſmall time after this God was plea-- 


ſed by the ſame or the like Impulſe to diſcover un-

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T3. to me, That he had given me the gift of healing ; 
= which the morning following I told my Brother 
} and Wife, but neither of them could be prevail- 

Its | ed with to believe it, though for my own part [ 
wr | had a full aflurance thereof within me : This 1m- 

pulſe I had the Sunday after Eafter-day, the 24 of 
April, 65. early 1n the morning, and the Wedmeſ- 
day enſuing I went to Cornet Dears (about ſome 
occaſions I had with him) to Liſmore, where there 
came into his Houſe to mea poor man, that with a 
violent pain in his loins and flank went almoſt 
double, and had alſo a molt grievous Ulcerous 
Leg very black, wherein were five Ulcers; who 
deſired me for Gods ſake that I would lay my 
hands on him,and do him what good I could. [ But 
by the way takenotice, That as God gave me the 
ſeveral gifts from time to time, he alwayes fent Pa- 
tients that applyed themſelves to me, for I never 
ſought after any from the firſt moment to this ve- 
ry inſtant, ] Whereupon I put my hand on his loijns 
and flank, and immediately run the pains out of 
him, ſo that he was releaſed. and could ſtand up-- 
right: without the leaſt trouble : ThenlI put my 
hand on his Ulcerous Leg (which the Cherurgeons, 
after they had ſhewed all their skill on him, told 
him it was periſhed at the bone, and fo muſt be 
cut off, but that he wanted 3 /. to give one of 
them for his pains,as he informed me)which forth-- 
with changed colour and became red, and 3 of 

| the 5- Ulcers cloſed up, and the reſt within a few

1 was much amazed, not having told him nor a 
one, but my Wife and Brother, of the Impulſe T1 
had, which was but the _— before) ſome br x

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the Ague, ſeveral others the Fal/ing-ſickreſs, others 
the Kings-Evil, one the Fever, ſome pains, ſome 
Aches and lameneſs, on whom I put my hands, 

| little thinking that the Pains would ſkip and fly 
, trom place to place till they did run out, but that 
the perſons might be cured without any ſuch mo- 
tion by the Jaying on of my hands; and ſeveral), 
nay moſt of all Difeaſes were immediately cured, 
and thoſe that came exceeding lame, and fo 
had continued for many years (by their own Re- 
ports and others) went wel} home rejoicing and 
praiting God : At which extraordinary appea- 
rance of God, the Lord knows my ſoul was wrapt 
up with wonder and amazement, and my heart 
filled with praiſes and thankſgivings to the Al- 
mighty and molt mercitul Lord God, to whom 
be the Glory, Power, and Praiſe for. evermore 
aſcribed : and certainly my heart melted into 
tears, and has often ſince with this conſide- 
ration , That the Holy One of Iſrael] among ſo 
many millions of men more pious, more wile, 
and more learned, ſhould make choice and uſeof 
{o poor, ſo vile, and ſo contemptible a wretch as 
I am, tobe ſo peculiar an Inſtrument in his hand 
of ſhewing mercy and deliverance to afflicted 
poor creatures - Thus\much I can ſay, it was for 
no worth or ſanctity of mine, for I acknowledge 
mine 1niquities, and my fins are not hid from me. 
and confeſs 1t 1s thy mercy in Jeſus my bleſſed Sa- 
viour, that I have not been conſumed long ſince, 
but preſerved to this moment, to the praiſes and

lory of thy Name, to whom my ſoul doth of- 
Re up daily (as is moſt juſt and due) new ſongs 
of Mercy and Deliverance on my own account, 
and others to whom thou extendeſt thy boun- 
tiful favours.

| Theſe confiderations,Sir, tranſport me,carrying 
me from the Relation of what has been done by 
the Inſtrument, to the commemoration and admi- 
ration of the firſt and principal Agent, Jehowab : 
But I know this Digreſſtion will not ſeem harſh in 
your ears, Whoſe heart like a well tun'd Inſtru- 
ment 1s {trung with Prayer and Praiſes; and there- 
fore I will take yet a further latitude before I re- 
turn to the Narrative part of my diſcourſe as to 
matter of fact, by anſwering ſome few Queries or 
Objections, which I have often heard from many, 
which may not ſeem 1mpertinent to be placed 
here, That it may prove a Bridle to their tongues 
for the future. The firſt Quzry is, 

What need had God to cure Diſeaſes in this 
Age of the world by any extraordinary means, 
when as there is no new Doctrine to be expected, 
or promulgated? and many the like fond and con- 
fident aſſertions tending to this purpoſe. To which 
I anſwer, 2: 

Firſt, They are not of God Almighties Privy 
Council, neither have they ſo much reaſon or 
Religion as confidence ; for it they had, they 

would be more ſober and leſs preſumptuous then 
to interrogate what his mind or will is in doing 


what they ſee (de faFo) done, and lo rather with 
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S humble thoughts admire and praife him, whoſe 
mercy endureth for ever, then expoſtulate the 
cauſe of things, why and wherefore he has done_ 

ke it, or made uſe of ſuch Inſtruments; as one quez- 

[i ried of me at a Great Mans Table, and would 

| have reaſon wherefore God did make choice of 

me ſooner then another to do things in an extra- 
ordinary manner, or what it was he ſaw in me 
more then another man, and many ſuch Queſti- 
onsz my Reply was a ſmile, which was the beſt 
| could uſe in anſwering ſuch fond Enquirers. 
But by the way, Sir. 

Give me leave to preſuppole 2 or 3 Reaſons 
why or wherefore God ſhould now care diſeaſes 
in an extraordinary manner. The firſt 1s to con- 
vince this Age of Atheiſm, which (I am ſorry to 
ſay it) many of our pretended Wits I fear are fall- 
ing into, who make it their paſtime to deride at 
Jeſus and Chriſtianity, who- cannot yet but be- 
lieve Jeſus to be God, when they ſee pains and 
diſcaſes to vaniſh, and evil Spirits flye his Power; 
as I have good cauſe to believe the Falling-fick- 
neſs and other DiſtempersI have met withal ſome- 
times to be, which I intend upon another occaſ1- 

on to prove by ſuch Reaſons drawn from my own 

EXPETIENCE, as may convince any man that 1s but 
a curious Obſeryer, and truſts not the Writings 
of men that ſpeak but their thoughts 1n caſes of 
this nature, more then his own eyes or the eyes of 
- faithful witneſſes. Next, the goodneſs of God, 
out of compaſſion to poor diſtreſted man, may 
make 
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make uſe of never ſo worthlefs'an Inſtrument to 
magnifie his own mercy and power, as he did of 
a brazen Serpent in the wilderneſs, that the glory 
and praiſe of all may be ſolely aſcribed unto him, 
who by a little duſt and clay can cure, and cauſe 
diſeaſes to run through men, which no Phyfick 
could move. . Next, God may, to abate the pride 
of the Papiſts (that make Miracles the undenia- 
ble Manifeſto of the truth of their Church) make 
uſe of a Proteſtant to do ſuch ltrange things in the 

face of the Sun , which they pretend to do in 
Cells. There may allo other Reaſons be given, 
and ſuch as may tend to Gods glory, but I ſhall 
decline mentioning of them , leſt T fall under the 
laſh of unmerciful Pens, and the cenſure of Cri- 
ticks, knowing that Truth it (elf is ſometimes 
better concealed than publiſhed. 

In the next place many demand of me, Why 
ſome are cured and not all, and if this work 
were of God all would becured 2 To which Que- 
ſtion I make this Anſwer ; That Gad may pleaſe 
to make uſe of ſuch means by me'as ſhall operate 
according to the diſpoſition ot. the Patient 3 and 
therefore cannot be expected to be like effectual 
inall. They alſo demand further, Why ſome 
are cured at once coming and not all; and why 
the pains ſhould flye immediately out of ſome,and 
take ſuch ambages in others 3 and why it ſhould 
g0 out of ſome at their eyes, ſome at their fingers, 
ſome at: their toes, ſame at their nokes, others at 


their ears or mouths? To which 1 ſay; It all 
Ze: theſe 
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41 theſe things could have a plain and rational ac- 
4; ___ countgiven of them, then would there be no rea- 
L: fon to account them ſtrange. 

7 Let them bur tell me what ſubſtance that 1s 
os '_ wWhichremoves and goes out with ſo great expedi- 
tion, aud it will be more eaſe to reſolve their 
Queſtions z but till then let them be filent and ad- 
mire the works of God, whoſe ways are paſt 
finding out, and whoſe Majeſty 1s not confined to 
time, manner, or meaſure. F1: | 

Some will know of me why or how I do purſue 
ſome pains from place to place, till I have chaſed 
them out of the Body by laying my hands on the 
outſide of the cloaths only (as 1s uſual) and not all 
pains. To which I anſwer; That I and others 
have by frequent experience been abundantly ſa- 
tified that it is ſo, though I am not able to give 
a reaſon why it ſhould be ſo; although I am apt 
to believe, there are ſome pains which afflict men 

{ after the manner of Evil-Spirits, which kind of 
U ' pains cannot endure my hand, nay not my glove, 
; but flye immediately, though 6 or 8 Coats and 
Cloaks be put betwixt the parties body and my 
hand; as at Tork-houſe, the Lady Raraloughs, and 
divers other places fince I came to London (where 
many Wiſe and learned men have been preſent, as 
well as frequently in Trelard) has: been mani- 
felted. 
Sir, I hope you will pardon me when I relate 
to you my own Obſervations, and what my Ex- 


perience inclines me to believe, in ſaying that I 
| have 
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have met with ſeveral Inſtances which ſeemed to 
me to be Poſſefſions by dumb Devils, deaf Devils, 
and talking Devils; and that to my apprehenſion, 
and others preſent, ſeveral evil Spirits one after 
the other have been purſu'd out of a Woman, and 
every one of them have been like to choak her 
(when it came up to her Throat) before 1t went 
forth; and when the laſt was gone, ſhe was per- 
tectly well, and ſo continued. There have been 
others that have faln down immediately as ſoon as 
they have ſeen me, which the Mayor of Worceſter, 
Colonel Birch, Major Wilde, and many hundreds 

both at Worceſter, and here, and other places, were 
eye-witneſles of 5 many,when they have but heard _ 
my voice, and have been tormented in ſo ſtrange 
a manner that no one that has been preſent could 
concelve it leſs then a Poſleſiion ; as I will inſtance 
in one at Tork-houſe (where Sir John Hinton, Colo- 
nel Talbot, aed many others were preſent) who had 
ſomewhat within her which would ſwell her Body 
to that exceſſive degree on aſudden as if it would 
burſt her; and then as ſoon as 1 put my hand on 
that part of her Body where it did riſe up, it would _ 
tly up to her Throat (or ſome other place), and 
then 1t would cauſe her neck to {well halt fo big. 
again, and then almoſt choak her, then blind her, 
and make her dumb and foam, :nd {umerimes fly 
1ato her hand,and fo contra@ ani falten ir,that nei-' 
ther Sir JF, Hinton, or any elte that didl try (as there 
were many) could with all their itr-1zth open 
one fivger of her hand z nor wouldit fly his han 
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in the leaſt, nor any other perſons there, till I put 
my hand on it, or my glove; nay, I oftentimes 
brought it up into her Tongue (by running my 
hand on her Body, on the out-ſile of her 
Vin + Cloathes, up to her Throat) which it has ſwolnin 
; an inſtant nigh as big again, and has been ſeen 

plainly to play from place to place, and at length 

with great violence of belching (which did almoſt 
| choak her, and force her eyes to ſtart out of her 
head) it went forth, and fo the Woman went away 
well. Whether this were a natural Diſtemper, 
let any one judg that 1s either a Divine, a Philoſo- 
pher, or Phyfitian. I could inſtance you 1 fourty 
as ſtrange or ſtranger ; but I will go no further 
| 2 then Loxdox, and places adjoyning, for inſtances 
Wn of this nature. 

Now. Sir, another Queſtion hereon will ariſe 
(which I have often times heard from others) be- 
fore I proceed ; and that is, Whether this opera- 
tion of my Hand proceeds from the Temperature 
of my Body, or from a Divine Gift, or from both # 
To which I ſay, That T have reaſon to believe that 
there is ſomething in it of an extraordinary Gift of 
God : The Reaſons and Arguments which incline 
me to this belief are, That I am very ſenſible of 
the particular time when this Gift was firſt beſtow- 
ed on me,. before which time I had it not ; be- 
cauſe , having my ſelf for ſeveral years together 
been moſt violently troubled with the head-ach, 
though I have put my hand a thouſand times to 
my head and held it, it would neither remove 

nor

nor run out the pains z but ſince God gave my 
hand this Gift, I have no ſooner put it on my head 
where it was troubled , but I have removed and 
runit ont. Thavealſooftentimes held my Friends 
heads formerly, when they have been in violent 
pains with the head-ach ; but I never could hear 
them ſay their pain removed or ceaſed, which now 
Immediately it do's in very many. What the natural 
efficacy of cffluvias may be Lleave others to judge; 
and I ſuppoſe no man will queſtion but that an ex-

I could uſe many more Inſtances, and anſwer ſe- 
veral other Objefions 3 but I think that will be 
more proper hereafter; and therefore I ſhall now 
return again to matter of fat, by letting you 
know that great Multitudes from divers places re- 
ſorted to me, fo that I could have no time to fol- 
low my own occafions, nor enjoy the company

me out of England. might bring the Infection into 
the place. : whereon I retired again to my houle 
at Affane, where (as at Toughal/ ) I obſerved three 
days by laying my hands on all that came, what- 
joever the dileaſes were (and many were cured 
and many were not); fo that my Stable, Barn,and 


Malt-houſe were Elled with ſick pcople of all di- 


{eaſes almoſt : yet. ſo.great was the Providence of 


God, that I do not remember that in all that 
time any one of my Family (though I touched 
them in my houſe) was ever infected by them 3 
neither did any of them, though they herdcd all 
together, infect one the other. But this by the 
way. 

The Dean of Liſmore (my reverend and wor- 
thy Friend) by orders from the Biſhop and Cler- 
2y, hearing of Cures done in ary: extraordinary 
manner, cited me to appear at the Court of Liſ- 
more, to which Citation I gave Obedience, and 
accordingly appeared , celir! Iring to know what 

they 
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they had tolay to my charge the anſiver of the 
Court was, that they heard I had effected Cures 
in an extraordinary manner, and therefore deſi- 
red to know whether the report were true or no: 
to which I anſwered, That that doubt might ea- 
ſily be ſatisfied, by coming one day to my Houle,

power of God reſtored them to their ſenſes forth- 
with, and purſued their Pains from place to place, 
till they went out of them ; after that I fell tomy 
former praQice, and obſerved the three dayes 
whichlT formerly ſet apart, whereupon the Lord 
Biſhop of the Dioceſs ſent for me, and told me 
that he required me to lay my hands on no more 
within his Dioceſs : but I anſwered his Lordſhip,

N my laſt I promiſed to give you an Account of what1 had 
I ſeen that Man of wonders do, viz, Mr, Valentine Great- 
M 2 | rak's 
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rakgs, I did likewiſe promiſe to give the ſame Account to 
my Honourable Friends, the Honourable Robert Boyle, and 
Dr. Dickin{on ; but being ſtraitned in time I delire you to 
ſhow them this, and in my behalt to beg their excuſe, 

In acute pains whereſoever ſeated, the perſons upon his 
ſtroking have for the moſt part confeſſed a momentary re- 
lief, and that which often cauſed my admiration, I have 
icen a pain move from the left ſhonlder to the right foot, 
and then ſtroked out of the tees : when fix'd there, they have 
cried out with extremity of pain, till relieved by hi: hand... 


I faw a young woman well habired, who complained of a 


pain in her head that was Chronical ; Mr Greatrak's gently 
ſtroked her head, and it came into her eyes, afterwards into 
her noſe and mouth, then into her ſtomach : The wouman 
grew very fick, ſo that the ſwounded away ; the people a- 
bout her imagin'd the would have dyed : Upon ſtroking her 
ſtomach it flew into her throat, ready to ſtrangle her, then 
into her eyes, ſo that boch fiehr and ſpeech were taken from 
her. He continued ftroking from place to place rill ſhe reco- 
vered her ſenſes, and declared before thoſe preſent ſhe was: 
freed from pain. I have ſeen ſeveral of the fame nature, 
though not ſo extreme, freed by him during the time they 
were With him. I have heard thoſe who have been deaf for 
many years, declare, after he had rubb'd their heads, and 
pur his fingers in their cars, that they have heard diftin&ly , 
nay ſome I have gone to, and have ſpoke to them with no 
high voice, and they hav* made ready Anfwers to Queſtions 
not valgar. I ſaw a Child aged about 12. that had not 
ſtirr'd hand nor foot for 14 weeks together ; ſhe had neer 20- 
ſcrophulous tumours in her arms, thighs, legs, and throat. 
Our of one large one in her leg, near the ſhin-bone he made 
a ſmall orifice, and took out divers kernels ; thoſe that were 
hard, by his handling tended to ſuppuration: After twice 
ſtroking this Child walked uy: hill 60 yards or more : Thoſe 
ſores that ran, dried up after his ſpitting upon them, I can- 
the more boldly atteſt this, by reaſon the Mother of the

Child throngh the interceflion of a fricnd of mine to me. | 
by my intereft gain'd acceſs to have her Chi!d touched by | 
him. Thoſe who have had T/chizticas or Hip-gours, I have 
ſeen go away freed from all pain. I ſaw a man agcd above | 
30, who had the iKmes-Evil, by reafun whereof he had not 
ftood upright for 3 years, his back-bonz through weakne(G 
diſtended 2 or 3 inche , wh-n without hi: Crutch he could 
not walk abour a room without reſting his hw:ds upon his 
knees: he had two Fiſtulas upon the left muſculus jacrolumbi, 
great inflammation being upon the parts adjoyning, with 
grievous pain, Atter Vir. Greatrak's had ftroked him a while, 
the pain was quite taxen away, and he walked upright: teve- | 
ral times about the room. A little above the Crrpws of the | 
right wriſt wa* 2 tumours as big as tenni--balls, no way | 
tending to any ſuppuration ; yet faith Mr. Greatrak's to a | 
Perſon of Q-alicy then preſent, it I do not open it, his arm 
will rotoft; wich that raking his Lance, he makes a ſmall | 
orifice, and With a little compreſſing the part there flcs out | 
hundreds of {mail bodies, ſome as big as French-beans; 1 
eould liken them to nothing ſo fiely as to Cock=-ſtones; for 
they much reſembled them in all pointe: they Fzw out like 
toa ſhower of hail, with a windy ſtink. He had likewiſe a 
tumour of the ſame nature in the muſcle or brawn of the 
thumb; he opened that, there came out ſome of the ſame 
kernels, and I conld perte&tly diſcern that the part of the 
brawn of the thumb was converted into thoſe Anomale us 
bodies ; but whence or by what juice this ſtrange tranimu'a- 
tion ſhould be made, Ilzave to others more learned to en= 
gui e into, 
[ likewiſe ſaw a. man who' could not moye his hand, it be- 
ing to hi- thinking dead, Mr. Grearrak's gently ſtroked him, 
and he moved his hand as wel] as I could mine, and with 
great acclamations gave thanks to God. I forbear to ac»: 
uaint you wi:h any more, for if I {h-1v14d relate all 1 have 
"ang ſeveral theets would not contain it : 1 have declared 
what I was an Eye-witneſs too, but whether the perſons on 
ave. 
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have received that immediate relief continue well, I cannot 
intorm you at preſent; but perhaps hercafter I may tell you 
my thoughts, why many (as it is reported) relapſe. Having 
oft had the opportunity of being in his company, with ſome 
perſons of no ordinary quality, 1am the better able to give 
a Chara&er of him. I find him to be a perſon of a brave, 
gentile humour, of a free carriage and diſpoſition; one as 


being not over-preciſe to be termed a Zelot, ſo not of fo large 
a latitude as to deſerve that of a debauched-perſon, which 


ſome in the world have undeſervedly given him : for 1 have 


dined ſeveral times where he hath becn, and I never obſer- 
ved other but great moderation, both as to eating and 
drinking ; nor did1I ever hear him ſwear, or ſec him paſſto. 
nate, although cauſe ſufficient hath been given in my 
hearing, to move a perſon not indued with a more-than or- 
dinary patience. I hope, Dear Friend, you are ſo affured of 
my reality, that nothing could induce me to this, were I not 
fo great an Aﬀertor and Vindicator of Truth, let it tend ne- 
ver ſo much to my diſadvantage: I take leave and fub-
